By Prof. Abercrombie and Richard 
Nickson (Architectural Press 
12s. 6d.) 


T™ title given on the front of this 
publication is“ Warwick, its 
preservation and redevelopment-—a 
plan for the Borough of Warwick.” 
It is an advisory report commenced in 
1943 and would have been better 
termed a survey rather than a plan. 

Ihe authors have painted a most 
enjoyable word picture of one of our 
fine old English towns. It is almost 
fifteen years since | actually traversed 
the streets of Warwick, nevertheless 
you can re-visit the beautiful town 
from your armchair with the aid of 
this publication 

No doubt the people of Warwick 
are proud of their plan-——they have 
now been planned, actually been 
planned (they don’t know what that 
means but it sounds good) by one of 
the greatest names in planning 

In fairness to the authors let us 


analyse what is in the book Firstly 
the material is well presented, easy to 
read Norah Glover ws to be con 


gratulated upon her pen and ink 
sketches, she is seemingly equally at 
home in this medium as colour M: 
A.M. Alonso's pencil and wash draw 
ings are likewise worthy of com 
mendation. The maps are disappoint 
ing and in most cases too difficult for 
a layman to follow, he will give up in 
The layman is bad at follow 
ing a map in any case so do not ask 
him to solve a jigsaw puzzle first An 
attempt has also been made to reduce 
the maps to too small a size till their 
purpose ts lost.
